MADRID, October 6,-At ft cabinet 


council tonight the government deckled 
to grant autonomy to Cuba und« the 
Suzerainty of Spain nfcd to ^cEttinue the 
campaign as long as mar be necessary. 


Senor Sagaata, tho premier, ban re- 


ceived a cable message from Captain 
General Weyler, who offers his services 
to the government and Bays: "I shall 
not resign." 


HAVANA, October 0.—In spite of Cap- 


tain General Weyler's prohibition, a 
notable demonstration took place here 
today in bifl honor. The bourse was 
closed, aa wore also [the principal stores 
and tobacco and other manufactories. 
All the main streetfl were gaily decor- 
ated. The various proceesions united at 
Central Park and then moved together 
lo the plaza in front ol the Captain Gen- 
eral's palace, where as many as 20,000 
people were gathered. Several bands 
discoursed patriotic music. The plaza 
and the thourouch fares lendinjr into ifc 
were densely crowded. 


A nuoibur of deputations went to the 


palace, where they were rocuived by the 
Captain General. According to the olh- 
cial accounts they assured him that it 
was the desire of all the loyal inhablt- 
antB of the island that ho should con- 
tinue at the liuad of the n°v«rnmeiit and 
carry on tho campaign against tho iti- 
Burgenta. 


They alao expressed "confidence that 


tha Madrid government was inspired 
with altogether too high designs for the 
welfare of the country to withdraw the 
illustrious chief who bad subjugated the 
insurrection." 


Captain General Weyler, after thank- 


inc the deputations for their assurances, 
eaid he had accepted the command in 
dillici'ltcircumstances, and without con- 
ditions. The success of the campaign 
could b» eatiuiated and properly appre- 
ciated by the country from the visible 
facts. 
In the course ol seven months four 


important, provinces had been 'nearly 
pacified and lie was confident of being 
able to pacify the two remaining pro- 
vinces at the proper time with the forty 
battalions ready for the task. 


"The delicate position in which I have 


been placed," Raid the Captain General, 
"baa compelled me to request 
the 


government to dispose of my position in 
whatever way it may think convenient, 
and, bowever tho matter may be de- 
cided, I shall always be profoundly 
grateful to the loyal inhabitants of Cuba, 
who in such eloquent terms have ex- 
pressed their absolute approval of the 
policy I am following to bring the war 
to a close,*'

Some intonfttlfif Information Concerning

Just as the history of Celtic, Koraaii, 


tSnxoii, Dano aud Noriuau oocupatiou la 
marked in England foy tho geographical 
utiiuca that tlioso various peoples Imve 
loft eo iu our own cotmtry tho many 
Indian uimica of rivers, lakes, monti- 
taina, districts nud towiig remain a por- 
timncut -wituess, nidoponileut of written 
history, to the fact tlmt tho red man 
jjossL'Ssud tho land hofory us. 


Horo, as in other parts of tho world, 


"luugunyo tidhcrt's to tho soil whou tho 
lips that Bpokoit havo beeu resolved in- 
to dust. Mountains repeat und rivora 
murmur tho voices of untions demition- 
aliwKl or extirpated inthoir own land." 


Tho Initian IIIUIIOB that dot tho mnp of 


Amurica nro full of manning. Many of 
them, when translated, are found to 
contain curious |jita of native thought 
or fancy, history or tradition. Some, 
liko Niagara ami Oregon, arc- so euphoni- 
ous that they easily lend themselves to 
tho uses of tho poet. Othcra, such as 
Jtloostocmaguntio, 
Mollichunkamunk, 


Wellokciifpacook, aro as snvngo us veto 
tho people that originated them. 


Iiidiati geographical iiuincs are very 


similar iu origin to thoir personal 
names. Tho Dakota Indians of tho 
present d»y have applied to Genoral 
Crook 
tho 
name Wi-can-hpi-ynimii 


(Thrco Stars), iu allusion to tho stars 
on tho shoulder strap of a general's uni- 
form, and tho cuo suggests tho untuo by 
which tho Chinese wro known to thorn — 
Pe-co-kan-yau-b au-ska (ecalp look.) 


This snmo quality of poutio descrip- 


tivonefis is seen in moat of thoir local 
and their river names. Modern explorers 
and geographers often apply personal 
names to natural objects, and thus wo 
have Mount Hood, Pike's peak, the Mac- 
kenzie river, Hudson hay and many 
others. Tho Indians never did this, 
though sometimes they gave their tribal 
names to rivers near which they lived. 
The Hudson river was known to the In- 
dians of New York as Mohicauittuck, 
tho river of the Mohicans, and the na- 
tive name of tho Delaware was Loua- 
powihittuck, thu river of tho JUmapo, | 
or Delaware". 


Tho Asshiiboin Indians of Canada 


havo left their name to a province, a 
river and a town. 
Tho word means 


"etono people," and is of no significance 
until \vo learn that this tribo, unliko 
the other Indians, mado no clay pot- 
tery, but boiled their food by placing 
rcdhofe stones in waterproof: vessels of 
bark. Chippcway, pointed Bkins, in a 
nanio that rt-iVrs to tho peculiar way in 
which thc.se Judiuiis woro their akin 
robes, tho points hanging down behind 
and before. 
Eskimo is an Algoiilcin 


word meaning caters of raw flesh. 
2u- 


ui, tho pooplo of the long vinls, alludes 
to tho fact that tho mcdicino men of 
this pueblo always wore their nailn 
long. 


A South Carolina river, which now 


bears tho prosuio name of Broiid, was 
known to tho Indians us 
uah, tho dividing river, after 11 bloody 
battle which made this stream tho til 
vidiug lino between tho Catawbas and 
tlio Chcrokecs. Tho name Piscataway

That 
tho brain is affected both by tho qual- 
ity and quantity of tho food and drink 
liko other parts of tho body— perhaps 
more in proportion to the amount of 
blood it contains—no physiologist will 
deny. But that there aro certain hinds 
of food—fiay fish ami milk, as somfi 
havo maintained—which nro specially 
adapted to repair tho exhausted brain 
has never been actually demonstrated, 


linst. wav to preserve tho brain is 


life, or whether it is something differ- 
ent in kind. 


Speaking broadly and without any 


minuto consideration of tho facts, one 
would eay that ghost fright did differ 
in kind from tho fright which conies 
from active danger. Most people havo, 
we imagine, at soiuo time or other iu 
their lives experienced that eerie, un- 
oauuy, creepy fooling which is associat- 
ed with tho possibility of contact with 
tho supernatural. Yet few would da- 
olaro that it was iu any sense connected 
with tho dread of loss of lifo or limb, 
Tho man or wouiuu who wakes up in 
tho middle of tho night nud hears 
strange noises—thumps, raps, clangs 
and oroakings—or sues lights or fooli 
tho touch of uusecn hands is probably 
very frightened, but tho BOIIHO of bodily 
fear is not present. There is no dread 
of boing killed. People in tho agony of 
terror cauecd by dangerous accidents 
constantly call out that they aro going 
to bo killed, but wo doubt if that is ev- 
er the caRO in tho fright cauR'd I'y 
haunted houses. Possibly this differ- 
ence may he snid to bo duo to tho fact 
that tho dread of tho supernatural is 
not nearly so :icnto as that caused by 
tho imminent risk of death. People, it- 
may bo iirgued, only imagine themsclvisti 
to bo frightened of ghosts, as women 
pretend to he frightened of mice. In 
neither case is tho fright quite genuine. 
It is only want of self control and could 
bo mastered in an instant i£ tho will 
power wero in proper order. 


Unfortunately for thofiu who uryne 


thus thero is plenty of evidence to 
show that occasionally tho dread of thu 
supernatural produces very serious ru- 
Bults. On tho whole, wo should eay that 
move peoplo had been frightened out of 
thoir wits by what they believed to bn 
supernatural phenomena than by acci- 
dents involving great risjc of life. It is 
not often that onu hears of insanity 
caused even by tho prolonged agony of 
shipwreck. Tlio fear caused by what in 
supposed to bo a supernatural agency 
scums, then, to havo in it some element 
not found in ordinary fear. If tho haunt- 
ing phenomena causo fear, they ficein to 
give a shook of special kuouuess.—Lon- 
don Spectator.
